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atrocinctiis grew, I noticed a few small chimps of a Scirpm which, while 
resembling it, was taller and more erect, with upright spikes and long 
slender spikelets. The S. atrooincius that grew all al)out was ripe 
and falling to pieces, while this sedge w'as just passing out of blossom. 
The following day, July 13, 1912, I was collecting in a similar wet 
meadow aliout a half mile w'est of there in the town of Winchestei' at 
an elevation of 900 feet, where I came across a small stand of this same 
Scirpus. The nearly related »S. afrocincfu.s was also abundant in i:his 
meadow’ with its var. hrachypodus and wdth many variations betw’een 
the typical form and the variety. I identified this ^cirpm as iS. 
Peckii and Mr. C. A. Weatherby, who kindly compared it w ith speci¬ 
mens at the Grav Herbarium, confirmed mv identification. The 
species is new to Connecticut. This rare sedge has been found in 
Berkshire Co., Massachusetts, since the publication of the New (iray’s 
Manual, thus greatly increasing its southern range.— Aktuur E. 
Blewitt, Waterljury, Connecticut. 


A Summer Course on 'Iue Flow’ering Plants is being planned in 
connection with the Summer School of Harvard University. It ^vill 
be given from July 1 to August 12 in the new’ George Rol)ert ^^hite 
Laboratories of Systematic Botany, connected with the Gray Herba¬ 
rium, at the Botanic Garden. The course is to be conducted l)y Prof. 
Fernald and w’ ill I )e <lcvoted to the classification and distribution of 
the Flowering Plants, w’ith special reference to the Flora of New’ 
England and the Maritime Provinces. It will consist of lectures, 
laboratory work, and c.xcursions. Five times a week; lectures at 9, 
laboratory exercises 10-1. Excursions one afternoon and one wdiole 
dav’ each week. The fee for the course is $30. For furtlier informa-

Two Records of Panicum callipiiyllum Ashe. — Mr. F. T. 
Hubbard has lately identified as this rare species my no. 4465, col¬ 
lected at Lakeville, Massachusetts, 25 August 1912, on a sand bank 
sloping dow’n from dry w’oods. The only previous collection of the 
plant known from New’ England is that made by C. E. Perkins at 
IMedford, Mass., 3 August 1881, recorded l)y Hitchcock and Chase in 
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.tlu'ir inoiiof^raph. 11 lias betai found also in Now York (the type 
locality) and Ohio, and has recently hccti collcct(‘d at (ialt, Ontario, 
hy Mr. W. licrriot, to whom 1 am iiidchtcd for information rcpinlinj;; 
his lind, with jicrmi.ssion to rt“<‘ord it. Mr. licrriot writi's me that he 
(liscovcrcil a larj^c' chimp, f^rowinji; in company with l*(niiriini lalifolluvi, 
P. Ill, I'lirifoliiim, and P. .raiilhoitin/suiii, in land now covered with <iry 
op(‘n waiods hnt formerly thickly fonesti'd, chiefly with w’hitc jiim*, on 
20 July, 1010, since whic-h dat(' h<' has not met with th<‘ species clsc- 
w'hcre.— Sid.xky F. 11i..\ki;, Ston>;hton, Massachnsetts.
